CHICAGO—A murderer saved my life. Had 
it not been for this professional killer, a secret 
Russian weather station, some husky dogs, and 
a Russian policeman, I could never have escaped 
from the living death of an Arctic slave labor 
camp in Northeastern Siberia. 

In the Summer of 1942, for an unknown rea- 
son, I was transferred 3,000 miles across Rus- 
sia from the Vorkuta camps to the camps of the 
Kolyma River in Northern Siberia. It was July 
when we reached Magadan, the new gold-mining 
center and port on the Sea of Okhotsk, built by 
slave labor. 

To make the trip we were dumped into prison 
barges, 3,000 or 4,000 to a barge, three barges 
tied together in a tow line. For three weeks we 
sailed in these reeking hulks, without a chance 
to lie down, listening to ice cakes bang against 
the sides as the convoy rounded Kamchatka 
Peninsula, pounded north through the Bering 
Straits, to the estuary of the Kolyma River on 
the Arctic Ocean. It was a sea journey of 3,500 
miles. 

When we made port an estimated 30 percent 
of the slaves were dead. Our first job was to 
remove their bodies from the barges in which 
we were virtually sealed. Then we were put to 
work underground, digging for gold in the im- 
mense mines of the Kolymski Mountains. We 
were told that 1,000,000 slaves worked these 
mines. There was no way to verify the figure. 

Many thousands of my Polish countrymen 
were at work in the mines. Probably they are 


still there, or dead. As at the Vorkuta and Ukhta 
camps 15 to 25 died every night in the wooden 
huts where we lived 250 to 300 to a barracks. 

{ had become a “specialist” by this time, a 
driller. As such I drew two pounds of watery 
black rye bread daily, twice the normal war- 
time ration, and sometimes they tossed me a 
small codfish. 


A specialist could also hoard bread and trade | 


it for the strong tobacco of the camps. Two 
ounces of tobacco cost two pounds of bread. 
Also he could “buy” alcohol from the hospital. 
All day we worked underground, sometimes 
waist deep in water. Guards carefully watched 
the gold washings. I once hacked out a nugget 
almost the size of a man’s fist. But it was no 
use to me. It would buy nothing. 
Because we were worked to exhaustion, it 
was common to see many prisoners without a 
left hand. By chopping off a hand they escaped 


labor which might have killed them. But they | 


also drew lower rations. 


The Kolyma camp area was a vast region of | 


200,000 to 300,000 square miles, the equivalent of 
an area 447 to 548 miles square. It included 
several air fields. 

Once we were favored—by a visit from the 
big. boss, Lavrenty Pavlovich Beria, head of the 
dreaded secret police which runs the camp sys- 
tem, and a member of the Politburo. 

For his visit we received special rations, in- 
cluding meat. Naturally, we slaves shouted,

Five Named 
For Possible 
Judgeships

WASHINGTON — The Senate 
Judiciary Committee’s approval of 
bills creating additional Federal 
judgeships for the Northern and 
Middle Districts of Georgia has 
opened a flood of speculation as 
to who will receive the two ap- 
pointments. 

Among those being mentioned 
for the Northern District post are 
M. Neil Andrews, Judge Frank 
Hooper and John Darsey, former 
assistant to the United States At- 
torney General, all of Atlanta; for- 
mer Rep. Malcolm C. Tarver, of 
Dalton, and former Superior Court 
Judge Boyd Sloan, of Gainesville. 

Senator Russell is expected to 
recommend the judge for the 
Northern District, The additional 
judgeship is being sought to fill 
the place left vacant by retirement 
of Judge Marvin Underwood. New 
legislation is .required because no 
provision was made in the orig- 
inal act for naming a successor to 
Judge Underwood. 

Senator George, who is expected 
to make the recommendation for 
the Middle District appointment, 
refused to speculate yet on who 
may be considered. 

The additional Federal jurist 
there is sought to provide assist- 
ance for Judge Hoyt Davis, whose 
eyesight has become weakened. 


BARE LEG GALS ‘LUCKY’ 


Nylon Acid 
Compared to 
‘Death Fog 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla—(UP)— 
An airborne irritant cost a few 
more Jacksonville lasses their ny- 
lons yesterday but authorities said 
they were lucky they still have 
their health. 

Dr. W. W. Rogers, City Health 
officer, said the conditions may be 
similar to those in Donora, Pa., 
recently when a “death fog” seared 
lungs and caused death in asth- 
matic victims. 

The soot particles that appar- 
ently carry sulphurous, nylon-at- 
tacking acid here fortunately can- 
not be inhaled, Rogers said. In 
Donora, the irritant was breathed 
by the population. 

A certain degree of moisture in 
the air converts the sulphuric 
waste into acid in a rare combi- 
nation of conditions such as that 
at Donora, he added. 

“It probably won’t happen again 
in a coon’s age,” Rogers said. “But 
if it does it won’t be a tragedy be- 
cause there is so much dilution 
here. But I ought to point out to 
people in a congested community 
to be careful about what they turn 
loose into the air.” 

The State Board of Health’s In- 
' dustrial Hygiene Division exam- 
ined some of the shredded stock- 
ings under a microscope and found 
a tiny soot particle at each hole 
in the texture. 

The nylon disintegration has 
been most noticeable in a two- 
block stretch on the edge of the 
downtown district. A pair of stock- 
ings sometimes start shredding 
and fall apart in the time it takes 
a girl to walk to her office from 
the bus stop.

Shepherd Offers 
$15,000 Reward 
In Shooting

PHENIX CITY—Hoyt Shepherd, 
49, who has twice been the target 
of assassination attempts in the 
past two years, has offered re- 
wards totaling $15,000 for infor- 
mation about attacks and tapping 
of his telephone. 

The Phenix City amusement 
industry leader was fired on in a 
daring daylight attempt Feb. 8. He 
said his telephone had _. been 
tapped last year after he had been 
shot while returning from a movie 
in 1947. He displayed two plastic 
disk recordings which he said had 
been mailed to him anonymously 
as “proof” of the wire tapping. 

Shepherd said he believed the 
three events were connected and 
offered $10,000 for evidence lead- 
ing to conviction of persons re- 
sponsible for either attack and 
$5,000 for wire tap evidence. 

Shepherd was indicted and ac- 
quitted in the 1946 night club 
slaying of Fayette Leebern, 
wealthy Columbus liquor dealer 
and political leader. At Hoyt’s 
trial Clyde Yarbrough, Phenix 
City cafe operator, testified he, 
Shepherd and others had operated 
the “bug” (numbers) business 
there for 15 years. 

Hoyt’s brother, Grady Shep- 
herd, also indicated, testified he 
had himself shot Leebern in self 
defense and Grady was also ac- 
quitted.

A Meeting With 
Anna Louise Strong 


When I was a college student, and later when 

I was a young newspaper man, the name of 

Anna Louise Strong began to appear in the 

radical prints and in the news of American Communists. John Reed 

had done a job for Cosmopolitan Magazine and had gone off to the 

Russian revolution to die of typhus—disillusioned and possessed of 

no will to live. Anna Louise Strong more or less replaced him, 
even to being a special writer for Cosmopolitan. 

Those were the days when the revolution was shaking all Europe 
and people understood the meaning of it no better than they do 
today. No one liked the Czar, although the manner of his death 
and that of his family shocked the world, not then calloused to 
killing as it now is following the Nazis and the purges of Stalin. 
No one liked the Bolshevik, usually pictured as a bearded bum with 
a bomb, but the great pity was that in those days we did not study 
about ideology and political propaganda and regarded the whole 
danger as contained in the cartoon of the bum and the bomb. In- 
deed, to this day that false concept of Communism remains and 
there are those who keep trying to solve it by putting someone in 
jail or by passing a law making it “illegal”. ’ 

You cannot put ideas in‘jail. Nor can you hang them or electro- 
cute them. 

Ideas must be met and overcome with better ideas. 


Truth That, I think to be truth. That is why it is well to keep 

the spotlight always on Communists, and to let the South 
know, for example, that Homer Chase, the erratic young man who 
is the Southern Communist organizer, with headquarters in Atlanta, 
is a Communist and therefore pledged to betray this country if 
and when he is called upon to do so by the Soviets. He cannot 
deny that, without at the same time denying the Communist inter- 
national platform and the latest orders by the chief of Communists,

An Well, to go back. Through the years Anna Louise Strong 

Na became a living legend. How this woman, born ona farm 
in a tiny town of Friend, Nebraska, became a Communist is one 
of the real mysteries of environment, background, circumstance 
and glands. But, she did. Twenty-eight years ago she married a 
Russian and went to Russia. 

In 1945 I was in Russia as a member of the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors’ Three-Man Committee trying to persuade 
the Russians to permit a free flow of news in and out of the Soviet 
Union. Foreign correspondents were housed in the shabby, dirty, 
once-grand Metropole Hotel, scene of some of the stirring events 
of the revolution when Lenin and Trotsky were making it. I went 
there one day to see Eddie Gilmore of the Associated Press. Some- 
one mentioned that Anna Louise Strong was back from Poland. 
Acting on impulse I went to her room, as supplied me by another 
correspondent, and knocked. She called for me to come in. 

_ This was 1945, the last year of the war. She was sitting there 
with her coat on, since there was little heat in the rooms. On a 
small electric burner was a pan of water. Books were piled about. 
There were coats and clothes on hangers hung on nails behind the 
door. The feeble, dim bulb glowed almost cherry red. Outside the 
gray gloom of a Winter afternoon pushed its way in through the 
dingy windows. I recall thinking that this was not much of a 
reward for so faithful a service to Communism. 

I gave her my name and said, “I have heard of you for so many 
years that when I learned you were in the hotel I impulsively 
came to see what you were like.” 


Person She was a nice, gentle person, quiet and very calm. 
About 62, she looked like a kindly spinster school- 
teacher. Obviously she was all idealist. She was but lately back 
from Poland and was working on the manuscript of a book on 
Poland—a book which was published and which justifies the Soviet 
acts in Poland. She was a Communist whose loyalty was not ques- 
tioned. She was not one of the phony brand of exhibitionists such 
as we see so often in this country in the CP ranks. I imagine that 
she is being expelled—if they really do so—because she has refused 
to do some job for the faction in the Moscow Party which is so 
aggressively throwing its weight about in Europe and China. 

That Anna Strong was a spy or disloyal to the Communist tenets 
is so fantastic a falsehood as to strain the credulity of even the 
Moscow fanatics. 

If the purge is on I would like to mention a name to keep in 
mind — Michael Borodine. He is editor of the Moscow News, 
founded by Anna Strong, and is himself a legend. We should be 
hearing any day now that Borodine is jailed or exiled. Maybe he 
already is. - 

Something is going on in Russia—something that is causing a 
tightening up.

Pessimists Off on Wrong Foot Again? 


WASHINGTON—For many of our economists who have formed the habit of looking -at events 
through dark-colored glasses, it has become a habit during the past five years to predict depression 


and unemployment just around the corner. 


Pessimists, most of them, they have been so intent on 


watching for the first.signals of this impending break that they have been blind to certain basic 
changes that have .taken place in our national economy since. 1940. 


Starting out on the wrong foot, these are the 
people who were predicting a depression immedi- 
ately after the war. They foresaw an unemploy- 
ment total of some 8,000,000 in 1946. When the 
depression failed to materialize in 1946 the date 
was moved on to 1947. But 1947 proved a better 
year than 1946, and 1948 goes down in history 
as the tops of them all from the standpoint of 
production, employment and general business 
prosperity. Se 

- Yet the pessimists are still looking for some- 
thing to justify their earlier false claims. The 
latest thing they have seized upon is the recent 
sag in commodity prices, which they attribute to 
a drying up of consumer purchasing power. 


The best answer to this is found in the 
latest statistics of income released by the 
Department of Commerce. Personal income 
last December was running at the annual rate 
of $220,800,000,000—an increase of $900,000,- 
000 over the annual rate of the previous 
month. For the year 1948 as a whole per- 
sonal income reached a level of $214,000,000,- 
000—an increase of $18,000,000,000 over the 
preceding year. Staggering! 


It must be apparent from these figures that 
a change is taking place in our buying habits. 
The fact that such a tremendous rise in personal 
income was coincident with a weakening of infla- 
tionary pressure, as reflected in falling prices, 
certainly a as much. The people are not 
throwing Money away for scarce goods as they 
were in the early stages after the war. 

But the basic change that has taken place in 
our national productivity and real purchasing 
power is better reflected in another set of figures 
prepared by Dr. Arno H. Johnson, Director of 
Research of the J. Walter Thompson Company, 


of New York, one of the nation’s leading adver- 
tising agents. The Treasury thought so much 
of the figures that it invited Dr. Johnson in re- 
cently for an éxplanation of his charts to a 
selected group of newspaper publishers from 
over the country? ‘ , : 

The research man, a careful student of eco- 
nomics, showed where the real disposable per- 
sonal income of our population, after taxes and

Our Job 


But Our Flanks Are Vulnerable 


LONDON—From the vantage point of this old, indomitable city, 
it is clear that the world crisis is entering a new phase. In Europe, 


| the chief scene of Soviet aggression since the end of the war, an 


uneasy stalemate is being reached. But the attack is meanwhile 
shifting to the vast colonial area which is the vulnerable flank of 
the Western World. 

As the disastrous developments in China and Indonesia sug- 
gest only too clearly, the first center of this new attack is the 
Far East. But China and Indonesia are by no means the whole 
story. What is going forward in the Far East is nothing less than 
a Soviet land drive toward Australia in many ways comparable to 
the Japanese drive by sea. 

China being lost, the decisive area in this struggle will be to the 
southward. The outlook is nowhere good. In Indo-China the 
French have thus far failed miserably to deal with the Communist 
regime of Ho Chi Minh. Being unwilling either to make convinc- 
ing concessions to Indo-Chinese nationalism, or to convince by suf- 
gee force, they have merely wasted men and treasure. London 

as now urgently warned Paris to get on with the job, grimly 
pointing out that the jig will be up if and when Chinese Communists 
control the other side of the border from Ho Chi Minh’s forces. 


Troubles In Malaya, the British are having serious trouble 
with small but elusive groups of Communist guer- 
rillas. And in Burma the situation is worst of all. The primi- 
tive Karens from the hills are giving a drubbing to the forces of 
the incompetent, frivolous and corrupt Rangoon Government. Only 
one Rangoon leader of any consequence, Thakin Nu, remains 
unmurdered. -Two factions of Communists are in the field. And 
if present anarchy continues, the Communists, being the only organ- 
ized element, must win in the end. 
Add these situations to the situations in China and Indoesia 
nd the danger in the Far East becomes apparent. The strategic 
nsequences are past computing. 
As yet, no comparable Soviet drive has begun in the Middle 


ast. But in this area the attempt at assassination of the Shah of 


| Iran is only the last of a series of disquieting signs. 


In recent months there have been many incidents on the Iranian 
border and an “Azerbaijanian government-in-exile” has been set up 
in Russia. A sustained effort is being made to infiltrate Israel with 
Communist “refugees” from Eastern Europe. And Communist 
agents everywhere are redoubling their efforts to capitalize on 
the dreadful disparity in circumstances between the Arab pashas 


and the Arab poor. 


A full-scale Soviet effort in the Middle East must cer- 
Defenses tainly be expected, if the Soviets score further suc- 
cesses in the Far East.

The truth is, however, that despite their fine recovery, the 
British now lack the resources to overcome such dangers as have 
been described. That is why men on lower levels here are begin- 
ning to talk of the organization of “fire brigades,” led by America 
and Britain, for both the Middle and Far East. 

It is thought that the famous “Fourth Point” in President Tru- 
man’s inaugural address provides the basis for American action, 
and joint Anglo-American efforts are proposed because of the vital 
British interests in the areas concerned. 


Certainly it.is hard to see how these new dangers can 

be averted except by. this kind of manifestation of the 

Anglo-American partnership. The task of restoring stability in the 

Far East must be undertaken on a major scale by both, on all 
ree levels, strategic, political and economic. 

In sum, if there is a lesson in London, where one sees beyond 
the borders of Europe, it is that our job is far from done when 
Europe has become temporarily stabilized. Indeed, we shall be 
worse than ostriches if we mistake great local successes, such as 
Britain’s recovery, for decisive turning points in the world struggle. 
The world struggle is actually broadening and intensifying.

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A Wild-Eyed Pork-Barrel Scheme 


Of all the wild-eyed pork-barrel schemes that ever received the serious consideration of Con- 
gress, the veterans’ pension plan of Rep. John E. Rankin must surely be one of the wildest and 


one of the fattest. 


Rep. Rankin proposes that every veteran of 
the last two wars automatically receive from the 
Federal Treasury, on reaching the age of 65, 
$90 a month. Any disability, even if it had no 
connection with military service, would entitle 
the veteran to additional money. 

The cost of the bill which Sen. Rankin has 
rammed through the House Veterans @ommittee 
is estimated at about $126,000,000 for the first 
year but it will mount steadily thereafter. The 
ultimate cost of paying such sums to all of the 
estimated 18,000,000 veterans of World Wars I 
and Ii who live to be 65 would be even more 
astronomical. 


This gigantic outlay, it should be remem- 
bered, would be piled on top of the gen- 
erous benefits already given the men who 
served in the armed forcés, particularly in 
the last war. Six months after Pearl Har- 
bor their base pay was increased. During 
the war “GI insurance” was made available 
to them on most liberal terms. 


They received mustering-out pay. And most 
important of all, the so-called GI Bill of Rights 
adopted in 1944 provided a whole range of bene- 
fits from educational subsidies to the “52-20” 
unemployment compensation plan. The annual 
appropriations for the Veterans Administration, 
which have averaged some $6,000,000,000 a year 
ever since the war ended, are only one measure 
of the nation’s generosity to its veterans. 

A specific purpose of every single one of these 
benefits, at the time they were voted by Con- 
gress, was said to be to forestall precisely the

kin is now launching. That hope now appears

It is too early to judge how dangerous the 
prospects for passage of the Rankin bill really are. 

President Truman might veto the measure, 
but it should also be remembered that three out 
of five presidential vetoes of various World 
War I bonus bills were overridden by two-thirds 
votes in: Congress. 

The greater danger is, of course, that Mr. 
Rankin’s action will unleash a general movement 
for less extravagant but still too costly veterans’ 
legislation. While -the American Legion is re 
ported backing the Rankin plan, for example, 


*the Veterans of Foreign Wars has already come 


out for a somewhat more modest pension pro- 
posal to cost only around $2,000,000,000 a year. 
Meanwhile, a whole string of bonus bills have 
been drafted to cost anywhere up to $126,000,- 
000,000. ‘ 

In condemning all such proposals, we should 
scarcely need to say that we favor the best of 
care and compensation for men genuinely dis- 
abled in the service of their country. But 
wholesale handouts without regard to need for 
everybody who performed his normal patriotic 
duty by joining the Army or Navy (usually via 
the draft) are ethically wrong, socially ridicu- 
lous and economically indefensible. 

The ex-service men themselves, before wel- 
coming Mr. Rankin’s offer of political pap, should 
remember that they are citizens ‘as well as 
veterans.

Why not for nurses also? 


Dr. Redfearn, of Albany, calls attention to the 
angle that some B and C students of character 
might be more likely to content themselves as 
good doctors in rural districts than their swifter- 
minded fellows who are lured into research fields 
and metropolitan specialization. 

A young nurse in the Phoebe Putney Memo- 
rial Hospital at Albany told us something of her 
struggle to secure her training. Eventually SHE 
WAS ADOPTED BY HER OWN TOWN. Under 
the direction of the Superintendent of Schools 
she became the town’s ward and her needs as 
they appeared were supplied to the extent that 
permitted her to go to Atlanta and become a 
registered nurse.

New Psychological Warfare? 


WASHINGTON—It’s getting to be a habit around here, when some new for- 
eign policy is contemplated, to drape about it the coat of a military hero with 
five stars on his shoulder as a means of impressing Congress and the American 


people. 


One purpose of calling Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower back to active serv- 


Sil a et ice here, it now turns out, is to help promote the projected Atlantic Security Alli- 
ance with Congress where the General’s prestige is high and naturally and properly so. This is a 
pattern that was first worked out in the troublous postwar era when Gen. George C. Marshall was 
“drafted” as Secretary of State to succeed James F. Byrnes. It was a time when our relations with 


Russia were becoming a primary problem. Thus 
a civilian of long public service that included 
both branches of Congress, the Supreme Court 
and the top civilian command in the White House 
during the war was swapped for a military man 
to direct our foreign policy. 


' This is a form of psychological warfare 
we have developed that seems to be directed 
at our own people as well as at Russia and 
her allies. There were indications that the 
emphasis was to be transferred from the mill- 
tary to the civilian when Gen. Marshall was 
replaced as Secretary of State by Dean Ache- 
son, but the recall of Gen. Eisenhower does 
not seem to be in that direction. 


The Atlantic Security Alliance has been de- 
scribed as involving one of the greatest decisions 
ever to be made by the American ptople. It calls 
for some sort of commitments to go to the defense 
ef Canada and Western European nations in 
ease of attack, though just what the commitment 
is has not become clear and apparently is not too 
well understood in Congress, where debate is 
just beginning to break out. As a preliminary 
in carrying out the general policy and in keep- 
ing with it, we are to supply arms to Western 
European nations, though in just what amount 
has not been made clear, either. It is estimated 
variously at between one ang two billion dollars. 

This latter involves a military judgment as to 
what would be required to defend Western Eu- 
rope. Gen. Eisenhower has come here to help 
in that judgment and to try to compromise the 
divers views among the various services as to 

ust what would be needed, and just what could 

supplied in view of our own defense require- 
ments and our economic aid commitments under 
the European Recovery Program. 

But the major decision as to whether such 
military aid should be sent to Western European 
nations and as to the alliance itself is a political 
decision for the American people, in the broad 
meaning of that term. For it envisages a change

in our national policy. Because of that it should 
be presented clearly and calmly as a lawyer 
would present a case, and not be mixed up emo- 
tionally by using Gen. Eisenhower, his popularity 
and prestiges, to influence Congress and the 
American people in deciding the fundamental 
issue involved. Exploitation of the “hero” tech- 
nigue is a reflection on the common sense and 
intelligence of our people. 

Though negotiations on the Atlantic Security 
Alliance are well along, and the Administration 
apparently already; has espoused the principle, 
very little has been told the American people. 
It is another example of top-level privacy about 


matters of intimate concern to every citizen, of 


which there has been too much in the field of 
foreign affairs. It was a subject that might very 
well have been introduced into the last presi- 
dential campaign, for it was under consideration 
then and before that. But foreign policy was 

kept a secret under the so-called bipar- 
tisan foreign policy understanding between the 
two political parties. 

The Atlantic Alliance is justified by its spon- 
sors on the basis of past experience. The argu- 
ment is that if such a thing had existed previ- 
ously, Germany would not have dared attack Eng- 
land and France to start the two world wars 
in which we eventually had to participate to 
protect our own security and interests. It is 
then, it is argued, a peace move. It is defended 


“as another alliance within the United .Nations 


similar to the Western Hemisphere Alliance in 
which we have committed ourselves to go to the 
assitance of any nation in Latin America that is 
attacked by an aggressor. We are supplying mili- 
tary aid to Latin America in keeping with the 
general policy. 

This proposed new policy_is so vital a matter 
that it deserves to be considered carefully and 
coolly, with full enlightenment by President Tru- 
man and the State Department, and not shoved 
through hastily on the sayso of generals who 
are public heroes.

WASHINGTON—I don’t know whether Joe Martin intends to line up his fellow Republicans in 
Congress ‘and toss soft tomatoes at ‘em.

The committeemen, unfortunately, are mere 
amateurs when it comes to press agentry, but 
they have come to the right place for some 
practical advice. As an old Hollywoodian, who 
was beset daily by the highest-pressured press 
agents in the business, I believe I know all 
the tricks a fellow can use to get a piece written 
about him in the newspapers. Bathing, gentle 
men, is the best. It seldom fails. 


Cecil B. DeMille never has made a 
movie yet without a big bathtub scene. 
Why? It always brings the news corre. 
spondents a-running. Once I watched one 
of his actors wrestle a mechanical octopus, 
with brass innards and big blue eyes, 

and no telling how many people read 
about that. DeMille’s a Republican, too, 
gentlemen. He knows what he’s doing. 


You can’t, of course, just dunk a Congress- 
man in a bathtub, hand him a cake of soap, 
and expect any great front-page display. You’ve 
got to use finesse, such as did the’ ‘press agents 
who lured me out to watch va Montez take 
a bubble bath. ‘ 


Her tub was an Egyptian pool of pink marble 
40 feet long. Around the edges were hand- 
maidens to anoint her with perfumed oils. Out- 
side was a fire engine, with boilers roaring, to 
warm Miss Montez’ bath. 


She asked the cameramen, carpenters, elec- 
tricians and Othman to turn their heads while 
she disrobed and descended into the water, al- 
though I was informed later by a cheater that 


she wore a kind of skin-tight bathing suit of 
pink rubber. So the engineer turned on the 
machinery to make the bubbles and nothing hap- 
pened.

Nobody's Going to Buy an Imitation 


Gov. Dewey took the occasion of the Lincoln Day voodoo to try to read the Republicans out of 


the party which he twice let down as its nominee for President. 


Now he would consolidate it with 


the Democratic Party in an informal acceptance of the one-party system. We have had this kind of 
‘Republicanism in Cook County, Illinois, New York County, New York, and Hudson County, New

As a mere nuisance, on pension from the Democratic machine, its 


lawyers living on table scraps and scrouging old butts’ from the crooks of the bench and the back 
room, permanently accepting the degraded status of the “minority,” the Republican Party is nowhere 
any better than the corruption which it lives on. It would be just that kind of party on the national

_eratic ism proves that he has given all he ever had, which will not boil down to much, and is too 
selfish to get out and give the party a decent chance.
